Lieutenants, Two Lieutenants en Second, 
(who were Enſigns by the Queen's Com- 
miſſions) a Chaplain,and a Surgeon's Mate: 
And, as they were made Priſoners in the 
Service of the Crown, were never Disband- 
ed, but have attended ever ſince their Ex- 
change at an equal Expence of other Officers 
here, who have been conſtantly paid, and in 
a Readineſs to ſerve again, whenever Her 
"Majeſty ſhall think fit to Command them, as 
they had good hopes to believe, from the 
Aſſurances given them, would ſoon happen: 
And beſides that, the Officers of the Three 
other Diſcontinued Regiments were all along 
 Subſifted until the Regiments were Reſtored, 
or they otherwiſe Provided fon; and in 
Regard that thoſe who . have given them 
Credit for their Subſiſtance ſince their Ex- 
change, do now threaten them with Im- 
Priſanment, unleſs they are ſpeedily Repaid. 


They moſt humbly hope, from theſe Con-
